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1. INTRODUCTION 


The Government of Ontario recently changed its approach to emer- 
gency planning and response. The Emergency Measures Branch of the 
Ministry of the Solicitor General has been disbanded and a lead 
ministry concept has been established. Lead ministries of the Govern- 
ment have been given responsibility for responding to various emer- 
gency situations by providing and co-ordinating resources necessary 
to meet declared emergencies. 

The Ministry of Natural Resources has been identified by Order-in- 
Council as the Ministry responsible for provincial response to flood and 
forest fire emergency. 

This guide deals only with the flood emergency responsibility of the 
Ministry of Natural Resources. 

It is the view of the Ministry that upon the occurrence of a flood 
emergency, initial responsibility for the welfare of residents rests with 
the municipality having jurisdiction, and that a provincial response 
will provide assistance in support of emergency action undertaken by 
the municipality. 

For the purpose of the provincial response, the Ministry recognizes 
the importance of conservation authorities as key agencies to stimulate 
coordinated contingency planning and maintain flood warning systems. 
Outside conservation authorities the Ministry will deal directly with 
municipalities. In territory without municipal organization the Ministry 
will organize and deliver the response. 


2. PLANNING FOR FLOOD EMERGENCIES 


The initial responsibility for reacting to emergencies is at the municipal 
level. It is imperative that each municipality have a plan for provision 
of emergency action. The plan should include co-ordination of muni- 
cipal and other resources, both governmental and private, together 
with an overall control organization under the direction of the Head 
of Council of the municipality. The plan should be presented to Council 
for enactment as a by-law under Section 242 of The Municipal Act. 

A flood emergency may escalate beyond the capability of the re- 
sources available to a municipality. If a provincial emergency has been 
declared by the Minister of Natural Resources, the province will co- 
ordinate a provincial response to support municipal action. 


3. PREPARATION OF THE PLAN 

The following is a guide to the preparation of a municipal Flood Con- 

tingency Plan. It could form the basis of a plan prepared by citizen 

groups in communities in territory without municipal organization. 
Sections of the plan covering the responsibilities and functions of 
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the various services should be developed and written by those officials 
responsible, and discussed in draft with all officials concerned includ- 
ing the Conservation Authority to ensure compatibility and proper 
understanding. Copies should be filed with the Conservation Authority, 
or authorities if more than one, and with the District Manager of the 
Ministry of Natural Resources. Where a conservation authority does 
not exist, file a copy with the Ministry District Manager. 


3.1. The purpose of a Flood Contingency Plan is to prepare for the 
most efficient deployment of resources to achieve the following: 


3.1.1 The earliest possible response to an emergency with the 
resources available and the establishment of overall con- 
trol of emergency operations. 

3.1.2 A response consistent with prevailing conditions and in- 
formation provided by the Conservation Authority or 
Ministry provincial flood warning system or other sources. 

3.1.3 Crowd control to maintain order so emergency operations 
are not impeded and to eliminate sources of potential 
danger in flood areas. 

3.1.4 Policing to prevent looting. 

3.1.5 Controlled evacuation of people considered to be in a 
hazardous situation. 

3.1.6 Rescue of persons with minimum delay and provision of 
medical aid. 

3.1.7 Salvage of goods and chattels. 

3.1.8 Orderly re-occupation of premises. 


4. EMERGENCY OPERATIONS CONTROL 


4.1 All emergency operations should be directed and controlled by 
a group of officials responsible for providing the essential ser- 
vices needed to minimize the effects of the emergency on the 
municipality. 

The emergency operations control group should include 
(alternates should be named): 

Head of Council; 

Municipal Clerk; 

Police Chief; 

Fire Chief; 

Manager of the Public Utilities; 

Municipal Engineer; 

Construction Safety Inspector or Building Inspector; 
Municipal Medical Officer of Health; 

The Municipal Flood Co-ordinator or Emergency Measures 
Co-ordinator (where applicable); 


Manager of the Public Transit System; 
Other Municipal Officers as required. 


4.2 The Head of Council, may, with the advice of the other members 
of the emergency operations control group officially declare a 
municipal emergency to exist. In the event of such a declaration 
the Flood Contingency Plan should be implemented and any or 
all of the following actions taken: 


4.2.1 The designation of any area as an Emergency Area. 

4.2.2 Evacuation of people within the Emergency Area. 

4.2.3 Dispersal of people not directly connected with the opera- 
tions who by their presence are considered to be in 
danger, or whose presence hinders in any way the effi- 
cient functioning of the operation. 

4.2.4 Discontinuation of any service without reference to any 
other consumer in the municipality where, on the advice 
of the emergency operations control group, continuation 
of such a service constitutes a public hazard within the 
Emergency Area. 

4.2.5 Arrangements for the accommodation and maintenance 
on a temporary basis, of any residents who are in need of 
assistance due to displacement as a result of the emer- 
gency. 

4.2.6 The calling out and employment of any municipal equip- 
ment and personnel required in the emergency. 

4.2.7 Requesting the assistance of personnel and equipment of 
voluntary and other agencies not under municipal control 
as may be required for emergency operations, e.g. St. 
John Ambulance Brigade; Red Cross; Salvation Army; 
local industry, etc. 

4.2.8 Establishment of an information centre for the issue of 
accurate releases to the news media and for the issuing 
of authoritative instructions to the general public. 

4.2.9 Establishment of a reporting and inquiry centre to handle 
individual requests for information concerning all aspects 
of the emergency. 

4.2.10 The inspection of premises and their orderly re-occu- 
pation. 


4.3 If the implementation of all municipal actions is insufficient to 
control the emergency, then assistance may be requested from 
the Provincial Government. The request must be made by a 
responsible municipal official to the Provincial Co-ordinator 
through the Conservation Authority where it exists, the Ontario 
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Provincial Police, or through the local Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources Response Co-ordjnator. (See Appendix II) 


5. RESPONSIBILITIES AND FUNCTIONS

The responsibilities of police, fire, public utilities, welfare, 
health and other municipal service required in an emer- 
gency and the method by which each service will function 
should be included in the Flood Contingency Plan. 

All arrangements perceived as being needed or con- 
templated in sections 4.2.1 to 4.2.10 should be developed 
and included in the plan. 

The municipality should appoint a Flood Co-ordinator 
who will: 

(a) Assess a flood situation. 

(b) Recommend municipal declaration of an emergency. 
(c) Upon declaration of a municipal emergency implement 
the Flood Contingency Plan and co-ordinate the municipal 
response. 

(d) Liaise with the Conservation Authority where applic- 
able and with the local Ministry of Natural Resources 
Response Co-ordinator. 

(e) Determine if municipal resources are adequate or if 
additional resources are needed. 

(f) Recommend the municipality request Provincial assis- 
tance.

(e) Appoint a local Response Co-ordinator who will: 
(i) Upon the occurrence or threat of an emergency, 
liaise with community representatives. 
(ii) Alert Ministry key personnel and other ministries as 
appears necessary. 
(iii) Assess the situation with community representa- 
tives. 
(iv) Recommend to the Provincial Co-ordinator decla- 
ration of a provincial emergency.
